KECL OF BATTLESHIP 
CALIFORNIA 15 LAID 


Biggest Dreadnaught of World 
to Carry Name otf Golden 
State; Electric Propelled 


New York.—An innovatiom in naval 
construction was inaugurated at the 
New York Navy Yard with the laying 
of the keel of the superdreadnaught 
California, the first battleship in the 
world to be equipped with electric ma- 
chinery for her own propulsion. High 
officials of the Navy Department came 


here to attend the ceremonies and a 
luncheon given by Rear-Admiral Usher, 
commandant of the yard. 

The California will cost about $15,- 
000,000. She will carry twelve 14-inch 
rifles mounted in four three-gun tur- 


rets; twenty-two 5-inch guns, and have 
four submerged torpedo tubes. 

The California’s electric driving sys- 
tem has been tested by the use of a 
similar method on board the collier 
Jupiter. She can be started, stopped, 
backed and maneuvered by one man 
from the bridge. Navy offiters expect 
she will be completed rm 1917. 

Besides Seeretary Daniels and sev- 
eral members of the naval advisory 
board more than 1000 persons saw Com- 
mander George H. Rock, chief of con- 
struction at the yard, guide the two 
center plates und the key plate into 
position. He riveted them with four 
nickel-plated bolts. ©Workmen then 
placed a silver horseshoe and tablet 
just ahead of the point on the ways 
where the California’s bow will rest. 
The vessel will be of 32,000 tons’ 
displacement; length, 625 feet; beam 
9714 feet.

TRIPLE SHOOTING AT 


BIRTHDAY CELEBRATION 


Thomas O'Meara Kills Man and 
Wife and Committs Suicide 


San Francisco.—Tragedy stafked 
into a birthday party at the home 
of James Hansen, a bricklayer, 33 
Duncan street, last Saturday night, 
when Thomas J. O’Meara, a saloon- 
keeper, 22 Ninth street, shot and in- 
stantly killed Hansen and his wife, 
May, and then sent a bullet into his 
own brain. O’Meara later died at 
the Central Emergency Hospital. 

The cause~of the triple shooting 
is said by the police to have been 
caused by the infatuation of 
O’Meara for Mrs. Hansen, whom he 
knew before her marriage and 
whom he met again a year ago. The 
slayer was among ten guests at the 
party ‘which marked the thirtieth 
birthday of the woman. 

The only actual witness to the 
tragedy was a small boy, who was 
on the rear porch of the house 
where it occurred. O’Meara, who is 
said to have been acting in a surly 
manner, went to the porch, where 
the hosts were preparing refresh- 
ments. The police say he fired 
three shots from an automatic re- 
volver, two of which pierced the 
brains of his victims, the third en- 
tering his own head.

FX POLICEMEN HELD | 
AS COUNTERFEITERS 


Former Members of Oakland 
Department Are Said to Have 
Circulated Huge Amount 


San Franeisco.—Rollie A. York and 
Edward Karr, former Southern Pacific 
conductors and for a month members 
of the Oakland police force, have been 


arrested by secret service operatives 
charged with perpetrating the most 
extensive counterfeiting swindle in the 
history of that branch of the Govern- 
ment. 

It is said by the operatives that 
they circulated about 100,000 worth 
of the spurious $5 coins molded by 
them in Oakland before their identity 
became known. 

Secret service operatives worked 
on the case for almost three years, 
and after they believed they had con- 
nected York and Karr with the pass- 
ing of the coins, travelea more than 
13,000 miles shadowing the two men. 

Karr, arrested at Columbus, O., on 
the 6th instant by Harry Moffit of 
this city, arrived in San Francisco 
last Saturday night. 

York, taken into custody at Ogden, 
Utah, on the 12th instant, is expected 
here tomorrow. York is a son-in-law 
of H. C. Pool, former railroad man 
and money lender. Both men are mar- 
ried. 

Just when York and Karr began 
making the money is not known. The 
bogus coins Made their appearance on 
the Pacific Cuast abuui 
ago, 

The coins contain from $2 to $2.50 
in gold, are from eight to twenty 
grains light in weight, ring almost 
true and are slightly thicker than 
good coins. 

The men, according to the Federal 
officers, molded $5 pieces of the 
“spread eagle” series, with dates from 


three years 


{4901 to 1905 and of the “Indian head” 


variety, dates ranging from .1909 to 
1913. ’ 

The operatives say that as far as 
known York and Karr had no accom- 
plices and only circulated their coins 
in Pacific Coast cities. They passed 
their last coins in Stockton in March. 
When arrested neither had any money, 
although both own’ Oakland realty, 
said to have been purchased from the 
proceeds of their nefarious work. 
After leaving Stockton the men 
worked in the Kast as railroad men. 

York and Karr joined the Oakland 
police force in January of this year, 
resigning a month later. They en- 
gaged in the jitney business until 
March 25th, when they went to Stock- 
ton, where they were detected in a 
saloon by a probation officer circulat- 
ing bad coins. They were arrested, 
but convinced the police that they 
were innocent possessors of the coins 
found in thefr possession. In a sa- 
loon toilet later a sack was found 
containing twenty-seven of their $5 
Dieces, secreted when they feared ar- 
rest. 

It was from Stockton that secret 
service operatives trailed the men up 
and down the Coast, from Vancouver 
to Ottawa, Canada, and through East- 
ern States until their arrest. 


BORROWS $500 FROM

GERMAN DESTROYER 
SUNK BY TORPEDO 


Diver Sends Kaiser's Craft to 
Bottom of Sea in Attack 
in Swedish Waters 


Copenhagen.—A British submarine 
torpedoed and sank a German de- 
stroyer last Friday morning at the 
southern entrance to the sound, a 


narrow strait between Denmark and 
Sweden, which connects the Baltic. 
with the North Sea. A great explo 
sion followed the striking of the tor- 
pedo, and the destroyer foundered 
immediately. 

A message from Falsterbo, Sweden, 
which brought news of this incident, 
adds that another German destroyer 
and a cruiser, which were accom- 
panying the destroyer that was sunk, 
speeded to the southward. 

Information .received here indicates 
that all the members of the destroy- 
er’s crew were lost. ‘Z 

According to a subsequent dispatch, 
a German cruiser and three destroy- 
ers were engaged with the British 
submarine, The German craft moved 
in circles to avoid the attack of the 
submarine, which was bombarded 
heavily. This continued for some 
time, until the submarine lodged a 
torpedo on the destroyer, Which sank 
with a terrific explosion. The other 
German warships are said to have 
retreated. ‘Thé stibniariiie frosé to the 
surface and remained on the scene 
for some time before it disappeared. 
No survivors have been found.

Petrograd. — Advancing thirty miles 
in three days, the Russian army in 
Galicia under General Ivanoff has 
scored one of the most decisive victories 
in recent months, according to an offi- 
cial announcement from the war office. 
The Teutons are retreating over a fifty 
mile front extending along the Ziota- 
Lipa river, 

General Ivanoff’s forces have crossed 
the Strypa River and are in close pur- 
suit of the Teutons, after the left wing 
of the Slav army had _ successfully 
flanked the enemy. The Teutons offered 
stubborn resistance at the village of 
Haivorenka, west of Trembowla, which 
was heavily fortified. The fighting at 
Haivorenka lasted three days, the Rus- 
sians capturing every point and bay- 
oneting Teutons who refused to sur- 
render. 

As the Teutons retreated across the 
Strypa River bridge they fired the struc- 
ture, but three regiments of Russian 
troops dashed through the flames and 


prevented the Austro-Germans from re- 
forming on the west bank of the stream.

Two Months’ Drilling a Year) Available Army of 665,000 Mer 


is Plan for Big Force of 
American Citizens 


Washington. — The administration 
program for national defense to be 
recommended to the forthcoming ses- 
sion of Congress, proposing a total 
expenditure on the army and navy 
next year of about $400,000,000 was 
practically completed October 15. Sec- 
retary Garrison’s plan, approved by 
the President, calls for an increase 
of $75,000,000 in the War Depart- 
ment’s annual appropriation, to be 
used for augmenting the regular army 
to 140,000 men, and the creation of a 
new continental army of 400,000 men, 
which, together with the militia of 
125,000, would give the United States 
a military force in time of need of 
665,000. 

Approval also was given to the pro- 
posal of Secretary Daniels and the 
general board of the navy for a five- 
year naval construction program to 
cost $500,000,000, giving the navy ten 
new dreadnaughts and six battle 


Included in the Program; 
$500,000,000 for Navy 


cruisers, a8 well as more than seventy 
submarines, fifty destroyers, ten scout 
cruisers aitd a host of auxiliary ships, 

Secretary Daniels and members of 
the general board were in conference 
until late last Friday night, discuss- 
ing the exact number of ships to be 
recommended for the first year and @ _ 
scheme for equalizing the exepndi- 
tures over the five-year period. The 
program for the first year, which 
seemed likely of adoption, called for 
two battle cruisers, two dreadnaughts, 
twenty-five submarines, twelve de 
stroyers and three scout ships. 

At present the Brooklyn yard is 
the only one equipped to build battle 
ships. The navy estimates this year 
will include provision for construc- 
tion of adequate slips at Philadelphia 
for this purpose. The slip built at 
Philadelphia for construction of a 
navy transport was so designed as to 
permit its extension.

In Africa, Has Been Traced to the 
Tsetse Fily—Wild Game a 
Source of Danger.

| ticle are the creatures that cause the 
dreaded ‘sleeping sickness,” or na- 
| gana, so common in Central Africa. 
Sir David Bruce, who more than any 
| other man, has studied this disease 
and its causes, delivered four lectures 
on it before the Royal Lodge of Physi- 
cians in London in May.

ease are called trypanosomes. There 
are many types or species, some more 
plentiful in one region, some in an- 
other; but all have the same general 
form.

New Metal Coming Into Use. 

Steel and bronze, largely used for 
years in the plating of yachts, bid fair 
to be replaced by Monel metal, an 
alloy resembling nickel in appearance. 
It is harder and tougher than nickel 
steel, retains its brightness, and does 
not corrode. In this respect it is even 
better than bronze, which has been 
used On several of the big racing 
yachts and on a few of the cruisers. 
In 1893 experiments were made with 
bronze and the cup defender of that 
year, the Vigilant, was the first vessel 
to be plated with bronze. She was 
a big success. The bronze gave her 
a smooth, clean underbody, and hav- 
ing a greater tensile strength than 
steel, Herreshoff was able to turn out 
a comparatively light boat. In 18956 
the Defender was built for cup de- 
fense, and she was plated with alumi- 
num. This made a lightly built hull, 
but the aluminum corroded and the 
yacht decayed after a couple of years. 
Since that time steel and bronze have 
been used, and the Vanitie, built last 
year, was the first to have Monel 
metal tried.
